Action Background 

1 . This action is responsive to tlie amendment filed on 5/7/2007 and the interview 
conducted on 7/19/2007. 

2. Applicant has cancelled claim 9, 14-18 and 32-36, amended claims 1-8, 10-13 
and 28-31, and added new claims 37-40. In the interview of 7/19/2007, claims 19-27 
were canceled. 

3. Claims 1-8, 10-13, 28-31 and 37-40 are pending in the case, claims 1, 10, 28 and 
37 are independent claims. 

4. The examiner's rejection of claims 9, 14-27 and 32-36, made under 35 USC 103, 
is rendered moot in view of the canceling of these claims. 

5. The examiner's rejection of claims 1-8, 10-13 and 28-31, made under 35 USC 
103(a), as being unpatentable over Spencer US Patent 6,356,909 in view of Baxter 
et al., US Patent 6,356,903 and in further view of Gurne et al., US Patent 5,541 ,840 
is withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims.
